THE INTER-STATE BILL. 

Judge Crisp said tonight that he had lost 
none of the confidence he expressed to THE 
CONSTITUTION correspondent some weeks ago, 
tliat the inter-state commerce bill would ‘be- 
come a law before the 4th of March. When 
the shortness of the session and the possibility 
of a dilatory opposition were suggested, Judge 
Crisp said: 

“If the friends of the bill are in earnest. and 
I believe they are, they can passit. In both 
keures it comes up on a conference report, 
which cives it the right of way over everys- 
thing. and it cannot be displaced until it is dis- 
porcd of. I believe a good majority, both sen- 
ate aud house, are in faver of the bill.” 

A FIGHT ON TIE PUBLIC PRINTER, 

Strong opposition has developed to the con- 
firmation of Public Printer Benedict. His ease 
is now before the senate committee on printing. 
Representative Farquhar, of New York, has 
made an argument ayainst Benecdict’s confirma- 
tion, based mainly onthe ground that he is 
not a practical prinier. Mr. Farquhar is a 
leading spirit in the typographical union. 
Several prominent democratic senators are re- 
ported to be opposed to Benedict’s confirma- 
tion. Among them is Senator Gorman, of 
Maryland, who thinks the new public printcr 
has kept in‘teo many republicansand appointed 
ted few democrats. Most of the good places in 
the office are still filled by republicans. 

: THE DEAD LOBBYIST. 

Charles H. Sherrill, who was found dead of 
heart disease in his home in this city this 
morning, was about the last of the men who 
figured prominently in the lobby when Sam 
Ward was its king, and congressional scandals 
were almost daily occurrences. Mr. Sherrill 
Was a successful lobbyist, who enjoyed the con- 
fidence of Gould, Huntington and the other 
corporation magnates. He leaves a handsome 
fortune. 

A rumor flew about the capitol this morning 

that several western congressmen had been 
killed in the railroad disaster at Tiffin. For 
awhile it created considerable excitement, but 
it was soon contradicted. 
§ {Attorney-General Garland has been impor- 
tuned to enter the senatorial contest in 
Arkansas, with assurances that his 
election could be easily accomplished.

A Mevement Against the Confirmation of 
Mr. Benedict, 

WASHINGTON, January 4.—The Star tonight 
says the senate committee on printing will 
make a report on the nomination of Public 
Printer Benedict next week, probably Tues- 
cay. Representative Farquhar, on the part of 

he printer’s union of New York, is conducting 

he fight against confirmation. His opposition 
s based entirely, he says, upon the ground that 
Benedict is not a practical printer. 
''e argued before the committee that unless 
tcuccict could earn average wages in the com- 
posing room he could not be considered a practi- 
eal printer. This, he said, would be rating the 
practical printer very low. The committee 
have not decided upon the character of their 
report themselves yet, so there are no grounds 
upon which to speculate as'‘to what it will be. 


THEY CONFESS THEIR GUILT. 


The Express Robbers Sentencéd to Terms in 
The Penitentiary. 

ST. Lovis, January 4.—At two o'clock the 
grand jury handed in the indictments against 
the express robbers. That against Witrock was 
for robbery in the first: degree; that against 
Haight for being accessory before the faci; that 
against Weaver for being accessory after the 
fact. The prisoners were immediately ar- 
raigned before Judge Norville. They all vlead 
guilty to the charges, and were at once sen- 
tenced, Witrock and Haight to seven years, and 
Weaver to five years in the penitentiary. The 
prisoners will at oncg be taken to Jefferson 
City. 

The indictment was a joint one against Wit- 
rock, Weaverand Haight? charging them with 
larceny from a railroad car. Indictments 
charging them with robbery in the first de- 
gree Were prepared yesterday, but the form 
was changed to the above so that there might 
be no difficulty in holding Messenger Fothér- 
ingham, for an indictment of robbery in the 
first degree would be an adimission of his inuo- 
cence. Witrock and Haight took their sen- 
tences stoically, the former remarking: 

“We have mad@6ur beds and must lie in 
them,” ° 

Weaver was affected. He cannot reconcile 
himself to the idea of serving his sentence, 
when Moriarty and others who received the 
money was allowed to go at liberty. The 
prisoners were led back to their cells where they 
will remain until tomorrow, when they will be 
taken to the penitentiary at Jeiferson City.

A LARGE HAUL. 


Lurgliars Break Open the Safe of a Postal 
re ae! _ and Steal Over 11,000. 

CHICAGO, January 4.—Burglars got into the 
safe of the southwest postal station last night 
and stele $11,340. Entrance was effected by 
smashing in a glass window inthe rear door. 
The combination handle of the safe was bruised 
so that it would not turn, and then a hule was 
drilled into the safe outside that part of the 
lock mechanism which connects the combina- 
tion lock with the bolts.- This hole was then 
tapped and a bolt screwed in and turned with 
such force that the piece of the lock against 
whieh it was forced broke off and fell io the 
floor of the safe, where it was found this morn- 
ing. Thefbolts vere easily turned and the 
safeopened. The »urglars took nothing but 
currency and two cent stamps. There were 
about ten thousan:! lettersin the vault, but of 
these just five we:s opened. One registered 
letter was rifled and $20 taken from it, but 
nothing was gotten fromthe others. So care- 
ful were the burglars that even the 
from the safe were carefully swept up, and not 
a trace of their presence left.

HORRIBLE HOLOCAUST 
ON THE RAIL. 


ANOTHER 


| An Express Train Running Sixty .Miles an Hour 


& mes in Collision With a Freight-The Trains 
Telescope and Take F:re, Cr-mating the 
Pass: Dgers-The Detailer, Btc., Ete, 


Tirrin, O., January 4—At2 o’cloek this 
morning the west bound fast freight train, 
known as the Erie express, on the Baltimore 


| and Ohio railroad, collided with a freight train 


one mile west of Republic. The express does 
not make a stop at the town of Republic, a vil- 
lage of 900 inhabitants, eight miles east of this 
city, and it is supposed was running at a speed 
of notless than sixty milesan hour. The 
freight, eastward bound, had expected to make 


arate of speed not less than thirty miles per 
hour,and thus running in opposite directions 
on the same track caused a telescope as clean 


' eut and disastrous as has ever been witnessed. 


The engines were run into each other as one 
stovepipe fits into its mate, and all that could

A CHAOTIC MASS OF BRASS, TRON AND STEEL. 


Atan early hour, there were hundreis of 
people coming to the scene of the disaster ready 
apd anxious to do what they could for any un- 
fortunate sufferer who might need help, but it 
appears that just as soon as the Baltimore and 
Ohio agents could get to the wreck, they car- 
ried out of the country, the wounded, dying 
and dead. Itis believed that there were at 
least 22 [bodies burned beyond possible recog- 
nition. 

From the report ofa survivor it would ap- 
pear thata number of the unfortunates were 
so thoroughly burned that their remains could- 
not be gathered from the debris. 

BTORY OF A SURVIVOR. 

Only three survivors remain at Republic. 
These are Mrs. Mary Postlethwaite and two 
young children. Her husband and two sons, 
sged eleven and eighteen. were killed. They 
were emigrating from Belton, Wetzel county, 
West Virginia, to Chillicothe, Mo. In some 
way, thateven the mother was unable to re- 
late, she got out of the car in which she had 
been traveling and wandering away from the 
burning train, carrying her two youngest chil- 
dren in her arms, entered the first house in 
which she found light. She was almost crazed, 
snd with difficulty her name was ascertained. 

THE NUMBER KILLED. 

WASHINGTON, January 4.—From a number 
of dispatches from western points it is gather- 
ed that Express Messenger W. Scott Price, of 
Wheeling; Wm. Frederick, of Washington, 
fireman of express, and F. C. Bartley, of Wash- 
ington, were among the killed. The total 
number of passengers was sixty-five. The 
smoker was entirely consumed and all the 
passengers init killed. All the mail and ex- 
press matter was destroyed. The number of 
bodies taken from the wreck is variously stated 
at eight, ten or nineteen. 

Charles P. Toll, of Detroit, who with his wife 
was a passenger on the wrecked train, was in- 
He says, at 2:15 
this morning he was awakened by being thrown 
violently from his berth. The train consisted 
of an engine, baggage car, one coach and two 
sleepers. The train collided with an east bound 
freight, which had got stalled a mile west of 
Republic and eight miles east of Tiffin. The 
two engines were utterly wrecked. The coach 
telescoped with baggage car, so completely that 
the two cars were crushed into the space of 
one. The two sleepers did not leave the track. 
The telescoped cars caught fire from astoveand 
the passengers, living and dead 

IMPRISONED IN THE SHATTERED WRECK. 

The engineer and firemen of the freight 
train leaped and saved themselves before the 
collision, The engineer of the express, named 
Eastman, had a leg broken and sustained a 
severe wound in the shoulder. His fireman 
was caught between the engine and tender, and 
rhe uninjured passen- 
vers and residents of the neighborhood set to 
work to aid the wounded passengers in the 
burning cars, rescuing.all who could be reached 
up to the time Toll left, which was at five 
o'clock, 

Eight dead bodies had been rescued from the 
wreck. A baggageman of the express was 
thrown through the roof of his car, escaping 
witha broken leg. The express messenger, 
who was sitting beside him, was killed instant- 
ly. Noone in the sleeper wasinjured in the 
least. Among the passengers inthe sleeper 
were Mrs. lish, of Joliet, Llls., sister of Generai 
Logan, and herson Charles, neitherof whom 
were injured. The shock was so terrific that 
farmers in the neighborhood 

TOOK IT TO BE AN EARTHQUAKE 

and were soon at the scene of the wreck. In 
the confusion of the wreck a hot dispute arose 
among the trainmen as to responsibility for 
the disaster. It appeared that the freight 
train was running on the time of the express, 
‘The engineer was heard to remark that he had 
left the last siding with only thirty pounds of 
steam, and on an up-grade east of Tiffin hts 
engine ‘went back on him” and the train 
stalled. No danger signals were sent out 
ahead, and the express, running at full speed 
down grade and around a curve, had no warn- 
ing of the impending danger until an instant 
before the collision. 

The agents of the Baltimore and Ohio en- 
deavored to take care of Mrs. Postlethwaite 
and children, by sending them to Chicago 
Junction, where the company have a_ hotel. 
On the advice, however, of her friends, who 
were telegraphed, she consented to remain in 
Republic until she should bear from her son, 
who remained in West Virginia. Mr. Postle- 
thwaite had on his person money, checks and 
notes tothe amount of ‘31,500 or $1,600, being 
the capital with which to start life in the 
new home. There was no way by which 
relief could be brought to the 
wrecked” train until too late. The ground 
was covered with snow. The collision occurred 
one mile from town and a half mile from any 
dwelling and at 2 o’clock in the morning. It is 
related of one Bradiey, a prominent Knight of 
Labor from Washington, D. C., who, while the 
flames were bursting from the car windows, 
which had been broken in by the collision, put 
out his hand and threw his watch and pocket- 
book to those whom he could see outside. 

HE WAS PINNED FAST : 
and was being roasted alive, but those who saw 
him were unable to render relief. They could 
hear the frenzied man as he madly endeavored 
to burst the barriers that held him. 

The engineer and fireman of the freight re- 
versed their engine and jumped. The engi- 
neer of the express reversed his engine and 
sprang to theleft. The fireman endeavored

with fright fell close to the crushed engine and 
was badly burned, but not beyond recognition!

THE CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

CLEVELAND, O., January 4.—A special dis- 
patch to the “Ieader,” from Tiffin, givesa 
graphic account of the collision. At one o'clock 
an eastbound freight train, in charge of Con- 
ductor Fletcher, pulled out of this city, having 
received orders to sidetrack at Scipio siding to 
allow the eastbound express to pass. 

After the passenger train had gone, the con- 
ductor being without special orders, exercised 
his own judgment. and determined that inas- 
much as be had half an hour to make the

Ashe realized 
the danger, he called to his fireman, Mr. Fred- 
ericks, to saye himself. The latter was enga- 
ced in stoking the fire and raised up a moment, 
hesitating to glance forward, as_ if 
to situate the danger. This was 
fatal, as that instant the crash came and 
Poor Fredericks was pinned and crished by 
the mass of the wreck.

TRAINS REARED INTO THE AIR 
like a pair of snraged living monsters and then 
settled down tpon the track, driven into each 
other until their cylinders touched. The force 
of the impact jammed the baggage cars into 
the tender of the fast train, the express car in- 
tothe baggage andthe smoker into the ex- 
press. In less time than five minutes from 
the moment of the collision and before any or- 
ganized effort at rescue could be made the fires 
of ove stoves communicated to the 
woodwork and the flames leaped up in the air, 
their roar mingling with the cries of anguish 
of the imprisoned victims, to whom death in 
its most terrible form wasa horrid presence. 
The train mén and uninjured passengers were 
powerless and could. do nothing to rescue the 


sufferers. The express train was in charge of” 


Conductor Tom Haskell, Engineer em 
Eastman and Fireman Fredericks, and consist- 
ed of engine 726,a mail and baggage car, ex- 
ress, smoke, coach and two sleepers. The 
reight train was in charge of: Conductor 
Fletcher, Engineer Kiler and Fireman W. J. 
Cullison, and consisted of engine 925 and six- 
teen loaded and a few empty gondolas. The 
smoker contained from twelve to fifteen pas- 
sengers, some of whom were immigrants. 
Three men escaped alive, but their names were 
not learned. 

Baggagemaster W. F. Gates, of Newark, was 
the only manin his car and he was hurt in 
both legs, the left leg being cut in several 
places, and a splinter of a rod had ruu into his 
right foot. ©. P. Bradley, of Washington, D. 
C., was found hanging from a window of the 
smoker but his legs were fast and he could not 
be removed. There he remained until he was 
burned to déath, and his charred remains fell 
to the ground, 

A BLACK AND SHAPELESS MASS. 

He was. conscious and gave his ad- 
dress to bystanders and also said that he was 
an officer of the Knights of Labor erganization.

Twoaccidents occurred on the Alabama Great 
Southern railway last night, which were attended 
with loss of life and great damage. The first and 
most horrible was the wrecking of a.construction 
near Livingston, whereby Captain Joe Lewis, an 
old passenger conductor, who was running the en- 
gine, and his fireman, named Fowler, were killed.

The second accident was at Reesville, where a 
fast freight was derailed by a broken rail and six 
cars were demolished. Two brakemen were badly 
hurt and narrowly escaped being killed.

None of the blies had in- 
dc sed anarchy, they have merely asked for a 
nc w tril fer the anarchists. We found we had 
no particn'ar fight with the grand master 
workman, exeept that we thought he would 
have done as well if he had not sent such an 
order. The socialists did not like what Mr. 
l'‘cwderly said in his New York letter, either, 
oud were very angry about it; but they could 
not hang a charge for impeachment upon it.”

THE TROUBLE OF FORMING THE * 
. BRITISH CABINET. 


Lad Northbrook Consents to Become a Member of 
i - Mr. Gladstone and the Plan of Campaign in 
Ireland-T+e Bulgarian Depuration— 
Other Foreign News and Gossip. 


Lonpon, Januarys4.—Mr. Gladstone, reply- 
ing to a request from the Welsh radical club fer 
his views upon the matter, declines to express 
any opinion on the plan of campaign in Ireland. 
He says: 

“I cannot discuss what is going on in Ireland 
upon the partial and fragmentary evidence, and 
will defer judging the government's conduct 
until I hear in parliament what is said for and 
against it.” 

Mr. Gladstone, in a letter that has beem 
made public, refers to a speech recently made 
at Birmingham by Mr. Chamberlain as an ut- 
terance that ought to lead to the securing of a 
modus vivendi between the present opposing 
sections of the liberal party. As for himself, 
Mr. Gladstone says he would be glad of any 
means to bring about a free discussion of the 
differences dividing the liberal party in order 
to obtain such common action as might be con- 
sistent with the respective principles of the 
sections. 

Mr. Chamberlain has summoned a private 
meeting of the leading members of the Radi- 
cal Union to consult upon terms of compromise. 
No party, however, believes that the confer- 
ence would result successfuly. The Parnellites 
are the supreme obstacle to the compromise, 
and they will not accede te anything short of 
the submission of Chamberlain. A speaker at 

’s meeting of the National league at Duab- 
eclared his unabated distrust and 
of Chamberlain. 

Itis considered improbable that a change 
will be made in the foreign office. Lord Iddes- 
leigh denies that he has expressed a wish to re- 
tire, and Lord Morley denies that he has been 
offered the foreign portfolio. WN 
changes in cabinet are few in number, and it 
thought will not be ofa startling character.

The only 
positive result announced today has been the 
earl of Northcote’s consent to join Mr. Goschen 
in the conservative cabinet. It has not yet 
been decided what portfolio will be given him. 

Conservative opposition is mainly directed 
against .Lord Northbrook, partly because he ig 
suspected of sympathizing with Mr. Gladstone, 
and partly because he has hitherto been hestile 
to Salisbury’s foreign and Indian policy. 
When Salisbury wasin the Indian office, in 
1875, Northbrook resigned the viceroyalty of 
India because he differed With Salisbury 
regarding the latter’s Afghan policy. If Mr. 
Goschen insists upon nominating two cabinet 
colleagues, the conservatives prefer the mar- 
quis of Lansdowne to the earl of Morley. 

Mr. Gladstene’s letter, commenting upon 
Chamberlain’s recent was te 
Sir William Vernon reourt and concluded 
with a significant intimation that the recipi- 
ent could make what use he liked ofit. Sir 
William sent a copy of the letter to Mr, Cham 
berlain, who in reply expressed his desire for a 
conference.

Said he, after reading the article above alluded 
to, ‘The capitalists and landlords are liberal 
enough when te their own interest, but are 
pate on account of their extreme ideas of 
the endurance of the poor. The claims of our 
peor are spurned by them as visionary. These 
syndicates may decry labor uniens and regard 

e Knights of Laboras distarbérs of the 
peace, call them socialists, nihilists, and as is 
common, anarchists, but it will require a Jack- 
son to flank or penetrate their ranks.’ 

“Now this tenant isa man of good moral 
character in the community, but a poor man 
with a largé and growing family, whose chances 
for bread solely depends upon his landlord. By 
unfair means he says he was deprived of the 
profits in his last year’scrops by orgauized syn- 
dicates, and cannot do better. Since Henry 
George got 68,000 votes in New York, and 
strikes among laborers are so frequent of late, 
my observation is that more interest than ever 
before is manifested by the poor people of the 
country in the taking and reading of newspa- 
pers. Just so regniarasI get my papers does 
my tenants call for and read them. 
Among them are many who, with oppor- 
tunity, would make leaders. Men 
borne in log cabins have been made presidents, 
and among the tenants of Georgia thére is good 
material for suceessful leaders in any enter- 
prise, and who knows what is to be the result? 
Farmers can’t stand a strike in the cultivating 
season, while to lose one crop would ruin the 
majority of our planters. The seasons won't 
wait for us as did the sun for Joshua of old, 
and, like Bill Arp, lam in fayor of harmony. 
All I get is from my land.” 

There is no doubt but that trouble will come 
if legislation continues in the interest of specu- 
lators and developers, instead of in the interest 
of the poor, who form nine-tenths of the popu- 
lation.

I heard him say on several 
eccasions that if the ledies would organize an 
‘Anti-Treating society’ (using any other name if 
a better one could be suggested) he would engage 
a hall, pay all the expenses and lecture twice a 
week for it; that be was satisfied that the great 
evil of intemperance was not so much in the love 
of whisky as it wasin being importuned to drink 
by others, and reciprocating the mistaken kin‘1- 
ness. A custom ofthe American people that was 
in his opinion responsible for the great evil of in- 
temperance that has grown so enormously.

“RECALLING A NOTABLE INCIDENT 


OF YEARS AGO. 


Wesley Shropshire, Who was a Member of the Con- 
vention Which Put Jee Brown into Politics, 
Relstes His Part in the Affair—-A Notable 
Bvent Im the History of Gecrgia. 


Dirt Town, Ga., January 4.—(Special.}— 
One of the oldest citizens of this section, Mr. 
Wesley Shropshire, who is now eighty-six 
years of age, was a member of the convention 
of 1857, which first nominated Joe Brown for 
governor. A recent publication by a gentle- 
man who claimed to be the only survivor of 
that occasion has areused Mr. Shropshire to 
give his recollection thereof. 

“T was at that convention,” says he, “and I 
heard nothing of Joe Brown’s bull, and do not 
believe that it was thought of at that time.” 

HOW IT CAME ABOUT. 

“When the convention met, Dr. Lewis, of 
Cass, was elected president, and Judge Lump- 
kin, of Rome: James Gardner, of Augusta; Hi- 
ram Warner and Henry G. Lamar were all an 
nounced to the convention by their friends, 
and voting commenced. Gardner was in the 
lead only a few votes. The voting continued 
three days without any prospect of a nomina- 
tion. The last vote taken gave Judge Wright, 
of Rome. about 40 votes, Judge Wright ad- 
dressed the president and said he would not 
accept ~— a nomination. He came 
to that convention as the friend of Judge Lump- 
kin, and he never would look him in the face 
with a nomination over him.

The 
tariff has paralyzed everything and the ef- 
fects of it have been so seriously felt that the 
south will never recover until there is no 
longer any tax on the products of foreign 
countries. / 

This isa gloomy outlook, but it is the 
only rational one for a free trader to take. 
We are not surprised, therefore, to see the 
Charleston News and Courier echoing the 
Courier-Journal’s wail. It would be fatal 
to their entire theory to admit that there can 
be any sort or degree of improvement or 
prosperity in the south while the present 
tariff is in operation. The tariff is high, 
prohibitory rather than protective, in some 
respects, and THE CONSTITUTION, and those 
who stand with it on the protection plank in 
the democratic platform, are anxious for a 
revision that is statesmanlike in its aims 
and purposes and that will commend itself 
to the favor of the business interests of the 
country. At the same time itis impossible 
for the Courier-Journal and its free trade 
followers to congeal the fact that the south 
has prospered under the present tariff. Some 
of the features of that tariff may stand in 
the way of the very highest prosperity—but 
the principle ot protection, on which the 
tariff is based, is the greatest incentive to 
both national and sectional prosperity.

Iu this 
prosperity the farmers naturally share, and 
when the Courier-Journal intimates that 
they are no better off now than they were 
immediately after the war, the statement 
shows that the free traders are in a desper- 
ate strait for arguments against protection. 

There is scarcely a town or village in the 
south that has not shared in the prosperity 
which the free traders characterize as 4 
‘speculative boonl.’’

WHO WAS CAIN’S WIFE? 


An Abstruse Ethnological QOnuestion Dis- 


cussed, 
From the Boston Herald. 

The Methodist preachers’ meeting discussed 
the pre-Adamite hypothesis yesterday, says the 
San Francisco Chronicle December 20, Rey. Dr. 
Benson taking the lead with an essay. The ques- 
tions whether Adam was really the first man, and, 
if so, where Cain obtained his wife, were, he said, 
still open for discussion. The advocates of the 
pre-Adamite theory heid that pre- 
existing races may have covered half 
the globe before the commencement of the Adamic 
race.

Facial representations on monuments 4000 years old 
showed the same facial differences that existed to- 
day. According to this hypothesis, the colored 
raees were descended from the pre. Adamite. 

Dr. Coyle said the question where |Cain obtained 
his wife had been pressed upon him recently by a 
layman, but he could not accept the theory pre- 
sented by Dr. Benson. Adam and Eve might have 
bad other children not mentioned in the script- 
ures. There are no relics of any pre-Adamite races. 

Dr. Thompson and Rey. Mr. Bovard also objected 
to the hypothesis. 

Dr, Anthony said unless some such theory was 
adopted our ideas of scriptural chronology must be 
chang; ed. 

Dr. Wythe observed that all the languages of the 
earth had been found to be related to each other. 
The inference was that all men were. He opposed 
the pre-Adamite theory, and maintained that all 
were of oné stock. Chevalier, a French archzeolog- 
ist, held the negro and the Chinaman to belong to 
the pre-Adamite races. 

In closing, Dr. Benson remarked that Bishop 
Haven held that both Adam and Christ were black 
men,

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ORGANIZATION OF THE GENTLE- 
|MEN’S DRIVING ASSOCIATION. 


A New and Important Enterprise for Atlenta—A 
Handsome Park and Clab Houses tn View— 
Anbuai Fa'rs to be Heid—The Pian of the 
Organization end the Details, Etc. 


The first steps towards organizing a gentle- 
men’s driving association for Atlanta were ta- 
ken last night. Ateight o'clock fifty gentle- 
men met in the chamber of commerce for that 
purpose, and proceeded to business by electing 
Mr, D. M. Bain chairman. 

Mr. Joseph Kingsbery stated the object of 
the meeting. Hesaid that it was proposed to 
organize a Driving association, purchase 
grounds for a driving park, erect club houses, 
and make whateper other arrangements would 
be necessary for the pleasure of the members. 
It was to be a gentlemen’s association, one that 
would own and control grounds where the 
wives and children of the 
members _ might be taken without 
fear of meeting with improper characters, 
No gamblers or shysters would be permitted to 
become members. The association would not 
only bea tonstant source of pleasure to the 
members, but it would be the means of bring- 
ing fine horses to Atlantaand of encouraging 
the breeding of fine stock. 

Mr. Kingsbery suggested that the number 


of members should be two hundred and fifty, . 


and that the membership fee should be one 
hundred dollars. In this way the association 
would start with a cash capital of twenty-five 
thousand dollars. 

Mr. Frank Arnold asked if it would not be 
well to appoint a committee to prepare a plan 
of organization. 

TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION. 

Mr. H. W. Grady offered a resolution pro- 
viding for the appointment of a committee of 
six on temporary organization. In support of 
the motion he said that the association should 
be a.good thing—better than anything like it 
in any other city. Ifa first class park should 
be secured it could be used not only for the 
purpose of the association but for holding an 
annual fair. The city was in possession of fif- 
teen thousand dollars to be used for fair pur- 
poses. Ten thousand dollars additional would 
suffice to erect all necessary buildings. 

Mr. Grady’s resolution was adopted, and the 
chairman appointed on the committee Messrs. 
H. W. Grady, Joel Hurt, W. M. Dickson, R. H. 
Richards, J. R. Gramling and Joseph Kings- 
bery. 

While the committee was in consultation the 
chairman addressed the meeting. He said he 
thought the association would be one of the 
most important enterprises ever originated in 
Atlanta. It would be the means of endless 
pleasure, and it would certainly lead to the 
holding of first-class annual fairs. It would 
attract attention to Atlanta, and thus be an- 
other factor in building up tho city. 

Following this address, the committee sub- 
mitted its report as follows: 

President, Joseph Kingesberry: vice president, R. 
H. Richards; treasurer, R. J. Lowry; secretary, 
Stewart Woodson. 

Directors, C. A. Collier, H. W. Grady, J. R. Gram- 
ling, L J. Hitt, Harry Jacksen, Joel Hurt, W. M. 
Dickson, W. 8. Everett, A. W. Calhoun, D, M. Bain, 
John Keely. 

The 1eport was adopted, and the gentlemen 
named were authorized to canvass for members, 
prepare by-laws, obtain a charter and take all 
other steps necessary to perfect the orzaniza- 
tion of the association. 

OTHER BUSINESS, 

A general exchange of opinion regarding the 
scope of the association followed the adoption 
of the report. A number of suggestions were 
made which the officers and directors will 
consider. 

On motion of Mr. Hurt the following reso- 
lutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That the board of directors be request- 
ed to report to the next meeting not more than four 
sites for the location of the park, with written op- 
tion on each and estimates of an engineer. 

Resolved, That the treasurer be dirccted to col- 
— from each member a fee of one hundred dol- 

ars. 

Resolved, That the board of direciors be autlhor- 
ized to draw on the treasurer for the funds neces- 
sary to defray preliminary expensesincident to the 
selection of a cite for the park, and of obtaining a 
charter. 

On motion of Mr. Stephen Postel], the board 
of directors was authorized to fill any vican- 
cles that might oceur by reason of the refusal 
of any member to serve. 

A proposition was made to limit the number 
of members to two hundred, but it was after- 
wards agreed to leaye the matter open wutil 
the next meeting. 

At 10 o’clock the meeting adjourned, subject 
to the call of President Kingsbery. 

The board of directors will have a meeting 
at once and wiil prepare by-laws for the gov- 
ernment of the association. Sites for the park 
will also be inspected, and proper steps will be 
taken to obtain a charter. 

The meeting last night was composel of rep- 
resentative business men, who mean to make 
the association a success.

CURIOUS DEVELOPMENTS IN THE 
JONES MURDER CASE. er 


Suge 


One of the Jurors a Cousin of the Defendant's Wife— 
The Court Rules That He Cannot Serve A Mo- 
tion for a Continuance Argued Other 
Incidents and Criminal News. 


When the superior court met promptly at 9 
o'clock yesterday morning, the erowd of visitors in 
attendance was not near so large as on the opening 
day of the trial. The defendant was dressed in a 
neat suit of dark clothes. During the proceedings 
he occupied a seat next his counsel, and while he 
manifested an unflagging interest in what was go- 
ing on, he seemed neither depressed nor worried. 
‘The following attorneys of counsel for the accused 
were present and sat in a group behind 
a pile of law books: Rufus T. Dorsey, Albert Cox, 
A. B. Culberson and H, L. Culberson. Solicitor- 
General C. D. Hill and his assistants for 
the prosecution, Messrs. W. D. Ellisand James R. 
Gray, sat together behind a table uot far from the 
other lawyers. 

AN IMPORTANT ISSUE SPRUNG, 

Solicitor General Hill stated to the court thatit had 
been brought to his attention that cne of the jurors 
who were empanellied in the case of the state vs. 
R. L. Jones, for murder, was a cousin of the defen 
dant’s wife, and that this juror, James L. nto od 
K clearly disqualified by virtue of that relation: 
ship. 

Mr. Jones, father-in-law of the accused, was in- 
terrogated, and his answers confirmed the state- 
ment. Thereupon, the prosecution, asked the 
court to mie on the point as to whether or 
not Murphy should be allowed to serve 
as a juror, The judge indicated a wish to hear 
argument from counsel touching the issue which 
had been raised- 

BOTH SIDES HEARD. 

The solicitor-general poo oe stated why he re- 
garded the relationship existing between Murphy 
and Mrs. Jones such as to disqualify him from sery- 
ing. He could, he said, present abundant author- 
ity to authorize the court in rejecting the juror for 
the reason assigned. 

Mr, Ellis and J oa” Dorsey stated that coe J could 
produce authority to show that the relationship 
sustained by the juror and the prisoner was not of 
such a nature as to prevent his servingjon the jury. 

THE COURT'S DECISION. 

Judge Clarke considered the matter a few min- 
utes, then he signed the subjoined order: 

The State vs. R. L. Jones. Murder, in Fulton 
superior court. Fall term, 1586.—It appearing to 
the court by evidence, before reading of the indict- 
ment in the above stated case, and before the intro- 
duction of any evidence therein, that James L. 
Murphy, one of the jurors impannelled and sworn 
to try said case,isacousin of the wife of said de- 
fendant, itis ordered that said Murphy be with- 
drawn from the jury for such cause, and that the 
jury be completed from a panel to be turntshed by 
the court. This January 4, 1887. 

MARSHALL J, CLARKE, Judge 8. C, A. C., 
A MOTION FOR A CONTINUANCE, 


As soon as the court had announced its decision, 


Y Mr. Hill sdid he would formally move the case be 


continued. He did not hesitate to say that to go 
on with the case with the present jury would be a 
judicial farce farce. ‘‘I feel impelled to make this 
motion,’’ continued he, ‘because I don’t believe 
there is any possible chance to get a fair irial le- 
fore the jury as now constituted. I don’t ask to 
have it continued beyond this term, but I onty in 
sist it shall be continued until we can get an tho 
jury.”’ 
A CONVERSATION ABOUT MURPHY. 

Mr. James R. Gray, at the soliciicor-general’s 
request, made a lstatement regardiag 
a conversation he had held with J. I. 
Gloer, one of the jurymen. Mr. Gray stated that 
in the courtroom yesterday, previous tothe draw- 
ing of Murphy’s name, he had approached Gloer, 
whom he knew had beenin business with Mur- 
phy, to ask what kind of a juror the latter would 
make. Gloer replied that he believed Murphy 
would make a good one. 

WHY IT SHOULD NOT PROCEED. 

The solicitor-gencral addressed the court as fol- 
lows: “Now, I submit thatin the interest of jus- 
tice this case ought not to go on. It has been clearly 
shown that Murphy is disqualified as a juror;yet he 
and his business partner, Gloer, were sworn in as 
jurors and both of them spent the night with the 
other members of the jury. In yiew of 
these facts I do not’ see how a fair 
and impartial trial can be had. The defendant 
can’t possibly suffer ifthe caseis continued. All 
we want isa perfectly fair trial, but thistin view of 
the coudition of facts ag developed here this morn- 
itig ought, I submit, to convince the court that such 
a fair and impartial trial can not be expected. I 
don’t know what Murphy or what Gloer has said to 
others, but they may have levened the whole lump, 
The case ought to be continued.” 

Pa OPPOSING THE MOTION. 

Colonel Ellis spoke very briefly in support of the 
solicitor-general’s motion. He said that Murphy 
was as much disqualified as if he were a 
brather of the defendant. and he appealed 
to the court not to compel a trial of the case, 

JUDGE DORSEY EXPRESSES HIS VIEWS. 

Judge Dorsey said he did not think it necessary 
to sum up what had been said. Thedefendant was 
in the clutches of the law. The jurors haye been 
reguiarly drawn. Neither the defendant nor the 
court has had anything to do with the making up 
of the jury, and neither is responsible for Murphy 
having been drawn. All the jurors were put upon 
their voir dire, and the court ruled them to be 
qualified,. One of these jurors is proved to be dis- 
qualified, and the court has promptly issued an 
order to withdraw him and supply his place. 

MR. COX HAS HIS SAY, 

Mr. Cox said he had only one remark to make: 
That is, that the discharged juror is related to 
Jones’s wife, and that fact having been proved he 
has been ordered to be discharged, Theinsinuations 
made against him by the’ attorneys on the other 
side ought to be rebuked by the court. He did not 
believe a man should be attacked in sych indefi- 
nite insinuations. The evidence of the conversa- 
tion about Murphy comes from the brother of the 
deceased. The evidence is, not that Gloer ap- 
tenga ey Gray, but that Gray approached him. 

his is no basis for a refiection upon either. 
If Gloer had approached Gray and solicited to be 
put upon the jury then there might have been 
something init. But, as it is, there is nothing init 
to warrant the supposition that Gloer’s presence 
would taint the whole jury. The circumstance 
was 100 indefinite both as to time and substance. 
He urged. therefore, that the continuance should 
not be granted. 

A FAIR TRIAL DESERVED. 

Judge Clarke said that above all thing he desired 

a perfectly fair and impartial trial. He would 


modify the orcer just issued by adding “and that 


ihe case be continued forthis term.”’ 
MOTION FOR BAIL. 

The counsel for the defense thereupon said they 
would immediately make appiication for bail. 

Judge Clark stated that he would hear the mo- 
tion for bail one hour laterin chambers. He dis- 
misscd all the jurors who had been summoned and 
those drawn in this case. 

PROCEEDINGS IN CILAMBERS. 

At 11 o’clock Judge Clarke expressed a desire to 
hear the motion for bail. The lawyers for the de- 
fendant announced their readiness to submit sun- 
dry afficavits showing that the case was such as 
would justify the court’s granting the application 
for bail. 

WANTS THE WITNESSES. 

Solicitor General Hill objected to this mode of 
procedure. He insisted that witnesse; should be 
introduced and sworn so that he could sabject 
them to a cross-examination. He held that it 
would not be proper to vest the application for bail 
upon iii davits when witnesses could be produced, 

AN AGREEMENT REACHED, | 

The court concurred with him in this view, and 
stated that it did not regard the introduction of 
exparte affidavits as a satisfactory method of de- 
termining whether or not bail should be allowed. 
He Spe roma re,require the witnesses to be pro- 
duced. 

Colonel Eliisand Judge Dorsey suggested that 
should the case be decided in this way it would re- 
quire all the week to finish it. They would prefer 
jor the court to set a day during the 
present term for the trial, and indicated the 17th as 
a suitable time. 

POSTPONED TWO WEEKS. 

Folicitor-General Hill cheeifuily acquiesced in 
this suggestion, saying that he had no sort of objec- 
tion to trying the case at the time indicated. 

The court decided that the trial should occur 
ae ay, SON OET 17th, and the proceedings came 
o an end.
